Meeuws and 12 
other players from 
Standard Liege and 
Watersthei were sus- 
pended after admitting 
that a $7,800 bribe had 
been paid to 
Waterschei to lose a 
crucial match in which 
Standard clinched the 
1982 league title. 

He ended his play- 
ing career with 
Mechelen and had 
only a brief taste of 
coaching with Belgian 
side Lierse before 
being summoned to 
the job of national 
coach 

Meeuws under- 

stands why people 
look upon him as in- 
experienced. 
“Too many peuple 
still see me in my 
shorts and jersey as a 
player,” said 38 year 
old Meeuws. 

But — hoping his 
confidence will not be 
mistaken for arrogance 
— Meeuws says he has 
never had any doubts 
about his new role, 

His task, however, 
will be far from simple. 

For years Belgium’s 
playing style, notor- 
iously solid in defence 
and counter-attack, 
has failed to win over 
the fans.

Don Howe questions

COACH Don Howe has clashed with manager Bobby Robson 
over how England should approach next summer's World Cup 
soccer finals. 

Robson has vowed

Gould was found guilty of directing foul and 
abusive language towards Martin after the latter 
had sent off Wimbledon defender Eric Young 
and allowed a controversial late equaliser by 
Millwall’s Tony Cascarino to stand.

Canadian bribe scandal 


FIVE members of Canada’s national team took thousands of 
dollars in bribes to throw a tournament in Singapore in 1986, 
one of the players involved said on a Canadian television show. 


Paul James, 26, of 
Oakville, Ontario, 
broke three years of 
silence in making the 
disclosures on CBC- 
TV's “Fifth Estate.” 

James said a friendly 
game of cards among 
himself, Igor Vrablic 
of Waterloo, Ontario; 
David Norman of Co- 
quitlam, British Col- 
umbia; Chris Cheuden 
of Vancouver, British 
Columbia; and Hector 
Marinaro of Missis- 
sauga, Ontario, turned 
into a conspiracy to 
throw Canada’s semi- 
final game against 
North Korea for 
$15,000 each. 

The scandal ori- 
ginally broke in 
November 1987 when 
the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police 
charged Vrablic, Nor- 


James said he was 
shocked to hear at the 
card game in Singa- 
pore that the four had 
already been taking 
money from local 
bookmakers to win 
games in the Merlion 
Cup competition. 

“Three years after 
the fact, I realised 
what was going on. 
The gamblers were set- 
ting everything up for 
them to eventually lose 
a game,” James said. 

Canada was 
favoured to win the 
tournament. They lost 
the match to North 
Korea 2-0 and finished 


third. 

Kevan Pipe, the 
Soccer Association's 
executive director, 
told ‘Fifth Estate’ 
that since the charges 
were dropped against 
the four players in De- 
cember 1988, the 
national soccer 
association has been in 
legal fights to investi- 
gate the bribery allega- 
tions as an internal 
matter. 

The Supreme Court 
of Ontario will soon 
hear the association's 
appeal to proceed with 
an internal investiga- 
tion.
